with Vietnam negotiators

idential adviser Henry A. Kissinger 
is holding private talks in Paris 
today 
with 
North 
Vietnamese 
negotiators Le Due Tho and Xuan 
Thuy, the White House announced. 
In a joint announcement with the 
North Vietnamese, the White House 
said that the President’s national 
security affairs adviser is expected 
to return to Washington today. He 
flew to Paris Tuesday for the 
private sessions in an attem pt to get 
the Paris peace talks moving again. 
This was the first time that 
Kissinger’s private meetings with 
the Communist negotiators have 
been announced while the sessions 
were under way. He last met in 
Paris with Le Due Tho on May 2. 
The United States and South 
Vietnam resumed talks with their 
Com m unist 
co u n terp arts 
last 
Thursday. Tho arrived in the French 
capital last weekend and said he was 
ready to consider any new U. S. 
offer. 
Ten 
days ago 
Kissinger 
told 
reporters in San Clemente, Calif., 
that there were indications that 
Hanoi 
was ready 
to 
resum e 
negotiations 
with 
a 
new 
and 
responsive attitude. 
At the time, Kissinger said he was 
hopeful but not optimistic. 
Speculation arose that Kissinger 
was on another mission for Nixon 
when the President arrived back 
from the Western White House in 
C alifo rn ia 
T uesday 
w ithout 
Kissinger. The two men frequently 
travel together. 
E a rlie r 
disappearances 
by 
Kissinger preceded Nixon s trips to 
China and the Soviet Union. He also 
has made several trips to Paris for 
secret talks with the communists 
over possible ways to settle the 
Vietnam war. 
Nixon worked on plans for his re- 
election campaign and the national 
budget during his 18-day working 
vacation at the Western White 
House. 
White House aides said Nixon 
intends to meet with Republican 
congressional leaders this week to 
discuss 
his pending 
domestic 
legislation and what he considers to 
be wild spending by the Democratic- 
controlled Congress. 


The aides said the President will

Instead, he said, it 
presents Hanoi “assurances our 
forces will be withdrawn.’’

AFL-CIO votes no support 
for Nixon, Senator McGovern 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e AFL-CIO Executive Council, acceding 
to President Meany’s request, decided today not to endorse either Sen. 
George McGovern or President Nixon in this year’s election. 
“ I will not endorse, I will not support and I will not vote for Richard 
Nixon as President,’’ Meany told reporters later. “ I will not endorse, I 
will not support and I will not vote for George McGovern for Pres­ 
ident.” 
The 77-year-old Meany refused to detail why he opposed McGovern 
saying only that “ We don’t think he's good material for labor.” 
Meany said the vote on the Council is in favor of remaining neutral 
in the presidential race. 
Some members of the Council have said they plan to support 
McGovern and Meany said individual unions would be free to make 
their own decisions on which candidates to support or whether to 
remain neutral. 


Meany said all of the AFLCIO’s political funds would be channeled 
into Senate and House this fall to try to ensure election of members 
friendly to labor. 


When a reporter reminded Meany that a year ago he had said the 
most important thing this year was to dump Nixon, Meany said he had 
changed his mind “because a man by the name of George McGovern 
got the Democratic presidential nomination. ” 


Meany and his AFL-CIO associates led an unsuccessful fight at last 
week’s Democratic National Convention in Miami Beach to block 
McGovern’s nomination. 


Despite Meany’s adamant opposition, an unknown number of the 
union presidents who serve on the AFL-CIO council plan to support the 
Democratic ticket in November. 


House unit 
okays Nixon

Augustus F. Hawkins, D-Calif., and 
Shirley A. Chisholm, D-N.Y., both 
black, protesting the it would “deny 
constitutional rights to minority 
children.”

adopting amendments offered by 
Rep. 
Albert Quie, R-Minn. One 
deleted President Nixon’s proposal 
to channel already authorized school 
aid funds to disadvantaged students 
in an effort to equalize educational 
opportunities in existing schools and 
thus eliminate the need for busing.

City library growth outlined

When Paul Thompson was elected 
president 
of 
the 
Black 
Gold 
cooperative library 
system 
last 
week, he had to believe Lompoc 
Library and the services it offers 
had come of age. 
A little more than three years ago 
Lompoc Library had about 34,000 
books. Circulation was at about 
160,000 books annually. The library 
was housed in the old Carnegie 
Library grant Building on South H 
Street. 
In that short span of elapsed time 
the library capability has been 
expanded to more than 56,000 books. 
Circulation is in excess of 240,000 
books annually and the rate this 
month is running about 1,000 books a 
day or translated to a yearly basis 
about 360,000. The projection is 
probably inflated, however, and will 
taper off to about 240,000 under 
pressures of the long haul. 
More than all this, however, the

Administration also ordered 
New York and the PVSC to 
provide a plan within 180 
days to adequately treat 
municipal wastes.

Russo to bar from the jury 
persons who have security 
clearances. 
El lsberg 
and 
Russo, 
former analysts at the Rand 
Corp. think tank, are on trial 
on 
c h a r g e s 
of 
theft, 
conspiracy and espionage 
for their admitted role in 
making public the Pentagon 
Papers. 
Ellsberg 
said 
in 
the 
affidavit that he had been 
involved 
with 
classified 
material and the security 
clearance system since he 
left the Harvard University 
graduate 
school 
for 
the 
Marine Corps in 1954. 
Ellsberg said that in 1959- 
60, working for Rand, he 
became "perhaps the only 
person " 
to 
have 
studied 
plans for actions in the 
Pacific in the case of a 
general nuclear war.

1961 
he 
drafted 
a 
"Basic 
National 
Security 
Plan.” 
described 
as 
the 
basic U.S. mlitary policy for 
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actions to be taken in a 
world wide nuclear war. 
Until then, he said, such a 
plan 
had 
never 
been 
submitted to the President 
o r 
s e c r e t a r y 
of 
d e f e n s e —“ I n d e e d 
its 
existence and nature had 
been concealed from these 
c i v i l i a n 
a u t h o r i t i e s . 
Ellsberg said 
Later, he said, he was 
authorized unlimited access 
to the super secret "eves 
only" vault in the State 
Department and to a series 
of 
crisis 
studies 
in 
the 
Pentagon based on the files 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
war room. 
He said these were kept 
secret 
even 
from 
the 
secretary of defense and 
"the 
protection 
of 
this 
secret was a condition of my 
access." 
Ellsberg said that after a 
decade of such experiences 
dealing 
with 
classified 
material, he was shocked 
when he was assigned as a 
consultant 
of 
Kissinger, 
President 
Nixon’s 
chief 
foreign policy adviser, to 
find the treatment given 
secret 
documents 
in 
his 
office. 


He said such material was 
left 
" r o u t i n e l y 
lying 
unguarded on desks in the 
executive 
office 
building 
rooms 
of 
the 
National 
Security Council staff . " 
This was a sharp contrast 
from the military treatment 
of such documents, he said, 
in which "such reports were 
carried by special couriers 


who normally waited while 
they were read.“ 


Ellsberg said he could not 
be fairly judged by jurors 
who had been exposed only 
to the security precuations 
used on lower levels, with 
its 
"meticulous 
handling 
and record keeping of top 
secret m aterial.” Ellsberg 
said

astounded by the volume 
and casual treatment of top 
secret cables, reports and

Misunderstandings over bikes 


With the registration of 
9,850 off-highway vehicles 
during the first two weeks 
since a new state law took 
effect, 
two 
misunderstandings already 
have appeared, Director of 
Motor 
Vehicles 
Robert 
Cozens said today. 
“ When 
we 
say 
that 
owners must ‘bring’ their 
trail bikes, dune buggies 
and 
mini-bikes 
to 
our 
offices,” Cozens said, “ that 
means loading them into 
trucks or onto trailers. Off- 
highway vehicles which are 
not licensed for street use 
must be transported, not 
driven. 
Anyone 
who 
operates 
an 
unlicensed 
motor vehicle on public 
roads leaves himself open to 
citation by the California 
Highway Patrol.” 
Most 
vehicles 
not 
previously registered must 
be brought in to local DMV 
offices 
for 
checking 
of 
frame serial numbers. If a 
vehicle 
lacks 
such 
a 
number, it is assigned one 


at the DMV office. The 
purpose 
is 
to 
aid 
the 
property 
owner 
by 
providing 
a 
means 
of 
checking stolen vehicles or 
parts. 


The 
second 
major 
misunderstanding,

necessary equipment and is 
licensed for use on the 
highway at the present time 
is automatically entitled to 
use public lands without 
further registration fee.”

budget of $158,300 for 1972- 
73, of which more than 
$40,000 
is 
allocated 
to 
promotional 
activities. 
Promotionally-oriented new 
product 
development 
research received a budget 
allocation 
of 
$32,500. 
Production research, aimed 
chiefly at breeding more 
marketable 
dry 
bean 
varieties, received $33,200, 
with the remainder being 
earmarked 
for operating 
expenses and payment to 
the State Department of 
Agriculture 
for 
services 
rendered on behalf of the 
Board. 
To support this budget, 
the Board recommended a 
combined assessment rate 
of 7 cents per cwt. of dry 
beans, 5 cents to be levied 
on the producer and 1 cent 
each on the warehouseman 
and dealer.

A horror story 
Curse of the White Sox 


(First of Two Parts)

CHICAGO—(NE A )—T r u e 
White Sox fans are often 
described in Homeric terms 
as “the long-suffering White 
Sox fans.” 
So it came as no surprise 
that when their team, now in 
second place in the Amer­ 
ican League West, returned 
to Chicago to start a recent 
home 
s t a n d 
against 
the 
league-leading Oakland A’s, 
the day would be dark with 
drizzle and a star player, 
Bill Melton, would be fresh­ 
ly injured. 
Such things are not coin­ 
cidental, Sox fans will tell 
you; 
they 
are 
historical. 
They 
actually 
think 
their 
team is cursed. 
"It’s true,” said Bill Glea­ 
son, sports columnist for the 
Chicago Sun-Times and a 
life-long 
White 
S o x 
fan. 
"Especially 
people of my 
father’s 
generation, 
w h o 
were so shattered by the 
Black 
Sox 
scandal. 
They 
think a curse, a tragic curse, 
has been put on the team .” 
Whammies are integral to 
baseball: you risk spoiling a 
no-hitter if you mention it; 
never 
cross 
bats; 
don’t 
change your underwear (if 
you wear any) during a hot 
streak. Often these are, how­ 
ever, considered mere super­ 
stitions 
(accompanied 
by 
nervous laughter). But the 
White 
Sox 
curse 
is 
dis­ 
cussed with a cold, unblink­ 
ing horror. 
It is the only team to have 
two players, Moose Solters 
and Jackie Hayes, eventual­ 
ly go blind from on-the-field 


accidents. 
A 
star pitcher, 
Monte Stratton, shot himself 
in the leg during a winter 
hunting 
trip. 
A 
powerful 
slugger, Gus Zernial, broke 
his collar-bone chasing a fly 
ball. A pitcher on a winning 
streak. Dick Donovan, had 
an 
appendicitis 
a t t a c k . 
Carlos May shot off part of 
a thumb on Marine duty. 
Just this spring, a young 
hard-thrower 
named 
Bart 
Johnson quit pitching to be­ 
come an outfielder because, 
he mysteriously said, he is 
afraid of hitting a batter. 
And everyone feared for 
Smead Jolley’s life. Jolley 
was a Sox outfielder in the 
early ’3Qs. He denied the 
charge that fly balls used to 
hit 
him 
on 
the 
h e a d . 
"Never,” he boasted. "They 
hit me on the shoulders.” 
Lending credence to the 
curse theory was the 40 con­ 
secutive years in which the 
Sox went pennantless, from 
1919 to 1959. 
And the 
16 
straight second-division fin­ 
ishes in the ’30s and '40s. 
The alleged curse that dev­ 
astated the White Sox very 
nearly dragged all of base­ 
ball down, too. The eight 
players on the 1919 pennant 
winners who took bribes to 
throw the World Series to 
the Cincinnati Reds jeopar­ 
dized national confidence in 
the game. Author Nelson Al- 
gren, a boy then, wrote what 
it did to White Sox fans in 
particular, especially those 
like Algren who lived on the 
North Side, "Cub country.” 
"(On) 
a 
single 
sunless 
morning of early Indian sum­ 
mer all of my oWn gods 
proved me false,” wrote Al­ 
gren in “Chicago: City on 


the Make.” “Mine was the 
guilt of association.” 
Another 
Chicago 
writer 
and White Sox fan. Jam es T. 
Farrell, described in "My 
Baseball Diary” the peculiar 
agony for him. 
On the day the scandal 
broke 
in 
the 
newspapers, 
Sept. 
23, 
1920, 
11-year-old 
Jimmy Farrell was under 
the Comiskey Park stands 
after the game. A crowd of 
fans 
greeted Joe Jackson 
and Happy Felsch, two of 
the 
suspected 
players, 
as 
they emerged from the club­ 
house. 
“The crowd followed them 
in a slow disorderly man­ 
ner,” wrote Farrell. "A fan 
called out, 
‘It ain’t true. 
Joe.’ The two players did 
not turn back. ‘It ain’t true, 
Joe.’ This call followed them 
as they walked all the way 
under the stands to the 35th 
Street side of the ball park 
and out to the parking lot,” 
where they drove "sportive 
roadsters” through a double 
file of silent fans. 
No one knows why the 
White Sox were chosen for 
this terrible destiny.

"If you were a White Sox 
fan," said Veeck, "you had 
to figure that it was just 
your luck for The Bomb to 
be dropped right after the 
White Sox won the pennant. 
What

follow 
1919?” 
This: Before the opening 
game of the 1959 Series the 
Sox would lose to the Dodg­ 
ers, Nat (King) Cole forgot 
the w o r d s to the "Star 
Spangled Banner” while the 
American flag was getting 
stuck halfway up the flag 
pole. So the g a m e was 
played with the Stars and 
Stripes, symbolically, flying 
at half mast.

Possibly you have noticed, 
or heard about, the success 
of the organization in its 
suggestions for the pre­ 
school 
television 
show 
“Romper 
Room.”

ACT commissioned a study 
of the show, and negotiated 
with 
the

changes came about: 
—Brand name toys are 
not used in the content part 
of the program; that is, in 
the regular presentation of 
material for the youngsters. 
—The teacher-hostess has 
stopped doing commercials 
or 
selling 
during 
the 
program. 
Says 
ACT: 
“ These 
changes, 
which 
ACT 
welcomes, culminate four 
years of negotiations with 
the show’s producers... and 
its owners. 
“Last year ACT commis­ 


sioned a study of five days 
of a typical ‘Romper Room’ 
program in Bangor, Me., 
where ... the program was 
in v ol v ed 
with 
commercialism 
including 
the juice drunk by children 
on the show. 
“ In 
meetings, 
major 
changes were promised, and 
ACT’S followup monitoring 
in 
10 cities across the 
country proves that these 
promises have been kept. 
“ Many other children’s 
TV programs still allow host 
figures 
to 
be 
actively 
engaged in selling. ACT 
looks forward to January 
1973, when the new ruling of 
the 
code 
board 
of 
the 
National 
Association 
of 
Broadcasters will come into 
effect stipulating that no 
hosts or primary cartoon 
characters can be involved 
in selling on children’s TV 
programs.” 
A while back, despite 
noting 
its 
progress 
in 
dealing 
with

Room,” ACT nevertheless 
added: 
“There are, however, still 
commercials 
during 
the

which 
ACT 
believes would be better 
placed before or after the 


program; 
but this is a 
decision for the local station 
which airs the program 
rather than the producers.” 
There have, of course, 
been many public critics of

Twice as wrong 


The California Legislature has approved 
a constitutional amendment to be placed 
on the November ballot which calls for a 
switch 
from 
annual 
sessions 
of 
the 
Legislature to sessions lasting 24 months 
each. 
In our opinion, should this measure be 
passed by the people it will create two 
years of chaos in the Legislature instead of 
nine months of chaos experienced at 
present. 
* 


Voters approved, in 1966, a full-time 
legislature, a considerable raise in salary 
and increased staff. Since this time, the 
record of the full-time Legislature has 
been less than exemplary. Costs have 
increased many times over. Partisanship 
has grown. Results have been about the 
sam e 
as 
the 
pre-1966 
sessio n s. 
Absenteeism is as bad as ever. The 
number of bills introduced has climbed 
back to pre-1966 levels, reaching 4,885 this 
year. 


Proponents of the measure now suggest 
more of the same. They say that the 
measure will provide legislators with 
regular vacations, save money and keep

bills alive that now die at the end of the 
year. 
Senator Robert Lagomarsino, who voted 
no in the Senate on this measure, says the 
proponents cannot see the forest for the 
trees.

“There is no 
reason why good bills cannot be passed 
within a period of six to nine months.

We hope that voters will consider a put 
down of this measure in November. We 
hope that voters will clearly tell the 
legislators to adhere to the principles of 
sane reasonable rules of good government.

heavily in assessing 
what is happening 
to high Russian and 
Chinese officials. 


Even 
in drastic internal shifts, 
Peking seldom comes out directly 
on what is happening. Liu Shao-chi 
was purged as president and Lin 
Piao as Mao’s first deputy and heir. 
But there has never been an oficial 
announcement seen in the West 
removing them from these posts. 
The constitution, it is thought 
here, may still provide for Lin to 
take over when Mao dies, although 
he most certainly will not. Years 
ago, Mao himself was demoted until 
a determined comeback restored 
him to power. But the West learned 
of

indirectly. Such is the world in 
which Pekingologists live. 
This year, for the first time since 
1950, Mao did not appear at the May 
Day celebrations.

analysts read it, Chou En-lai has of 
late, in talking adroitly and subtly, 
seemingly given himself precedence 
over Mao. 
It may seem a little thing to 
Americans — Chou putting himself 
ahead of Mao in speeches — but in 
Communist lands no man would 
dare unless he had the power. 
The technique Chou uses (which 
fools no ranking Chinese) is worth 
study. In the Communist Chinese 
tradition, Chou does not mention his 
own name. He uses the seemingly 
innocuous but obvious cover title 
“ Party Center” to denote himself. 
“Party Center” technically refers 
to the Standing Committee of the 
Central Political Bureau of the 
Communist Party of China. This 
com m ittee 
oficially 
has 
five 
members. But two have been purged 
and 
one has disappeared. 
This 
leaves only Mao and Chou. 
When Mao and the Party Center 
are mentioned together as separate 
entities, therefore, it is quite clear 
to Communists and analysts that 
“Party Center” actually means 
Chou. 
Until March this year, it was 


always “Chairman Mao and the 
Party Center” or “ the Party Center 
headed by Chairman Mao,” giving 
Mao precedence. 
But beginning with a speech on 
March 29 this year by Chou — the 
order was changed. “ Party Center” 
was put ahead of Mao. 
This did happen once before in 
China. In 1966 at 12 noon on Aug. 11, 
People’s Daily came out with a 
report on a public appearance of 
Mao: 
“Crowds of young people, 
singing and dancing, expressed their 
best love for the Party Center and 
Chairman Mao,” giving the “Party 
C enter” 
precedence. 
F ifteen 
minutes after this paper reached 
newsstands, it was withdrawn. 
The next day, the same story was 
again reported in Peoples Daily, 
word for word except a phrase 
changed to “Chairman Mao and the 
Party Center.” 
No such retraction has been made 
of Chou’s recent speeches. 
Such are the slender signs of a 
power 
struggle, 
m eaningless 
everywhere perhaps except in a 
closed totalitarian state — and 
perhaps misread.

ruled that newsmen 
have no right under 
the 
first 
amend­ 
ment of the Consti­ 
tution to refuse to 
answer questions of 
grand juries. 
What are the con­ 
sequences as far as 
the ordinary citizen 
is concerned? 
Respect for confidentiality is one 
of the basic tools a newspaper 
reporter has for uncovering a story. 
The story, in many instances, would 
not be developed if it were not for 
the pledge a reporter gives his 
source that confidentiality will be 
preserved. 


We are not talking about ordinary 
news 
stories. 
We 
are 
talking 
primarily of investigative stories, 


investigative 
stories 
that have 
uncovered many a dastardly act at 
the 
expense 
of 
a 
taxpayer. 
Investigative 
stories 
that have 
p r e se r v e d 
hum an 
d ig n ity . 
Investigative 
stories 
that have 
righted wrong. 
Hypothetically, let us examine 
such a story. A policeman on a local 
police force sees and observes a 
wrong that his commander will not 
correct. He contacts a reporter and 
with the pledge of confidentiality, 
tells the reporter the story. The 
reporter 
investigates 
further, 
probes 
the 
entire 
matter 
and 
publishes the story. The grand jury 
becomes interested and orders a 
grand jury investigation, subpoenas- 
the reporter to learn the source of 
his investigation. Prior to the high 
court ruling, the reporter was not 
req u ired , 
under 
the 
fir st 
amendment, to reveal such sources. 
Now it is not so. 


If a reporter cannot pledge to keep 
his source confidential, such stories 
may never be printed again. All 
such sources will eventually be dry.
